THE VOTERS’ ONE CHANCE 

Nominations on Monday fell only eight short 
of the 900 mark, and 892 contestants are duly 
entered in competition for the 245 seats in the 
House of Commons. The only comparable line- 
up was in 1921 when 644 candidates entered the 
fray. 

The outcome of that election was a “grouped” 
parliament, with a Government which had to 
trim its program, play politics, and cater to the 
whims and prejudices of outside cliques and 
factions to keep itself in power. The inferénce 
is plain to those who choose to look facts in the 
face, discard fancies, and do their thinking with 
an eye to the realities. It will be a signal proof 
of the collective good sense of the electorate if 
we do not emerge from the present confusion 
with a parliament of sorts and a Government 
hampered and handicapped at every turn by 
fear of combinations and conspiracies. 

Three parties have entered candidates 
enough to give either of them a majority in the 
House: Liberals, Conservatives and Reconstruc- 
tionists. Sinee Mr. Bennett and Mr. Stevens are 
mainly engaged in appealing to the same voters 


the Liberals are the only party with a clear 
chance of obtaining a working majority. But 
to assume they will therefore secure such a 


majority is to discount the facts of the situation. 
They will assuredly fail of the required number 
if C.C.F., Social Crediters, and other minority 
@roups can capture enough seats. 

The voters’ one chance to know what kind of 
a Government they are going to have during 
the next five years is to stand together in sup- 
port of Liberal candidates. If they do that. 
Canada will move forward to monetary reform, 
trade expansion, debt reduction, increased pro- 
duction, the absorption of idle labor, and the 
growing prosperity Canada has always known 
under Liberal rule and never knew under uny 
other.

THE FORGOTTEN CONSUMER 


The Canadian consumer has been given no 
attention during the last five years in the fram- 
ing of tariff law. In a sense he was not entitled 
to expect any; si Mr. Bennett was elected to

lated to exclt eign goods and thereby in- 
crease or maintain prices in Canada 
As a necessary consequence, while the de- 


pression has cut wages, salaries and incomes of 


primary producers, there has been no corre- 
sponding fall in the prices the wage earner, 
salary earner and farmer had te y for 


manufactured goods. 
The spread between prices of manufactured 
consumer goods in Canada and the United States 


has been shown by comparative tables published 
from time to time. They reflect result of

holder, in town end country. With les zg 
in, and prices higher in relation to income, in 


some notable cases higher than before the 
depression started, the consumer has been sub- 
jected to a double disability. The tariff did not 
prevent his wages or his income from farm 


products going down, but it prevented his ex- 
pense bill for family requirements going down 
in proportion, and in some instances permitted 
it to actually go up. 


Mr. Bennett has made a thoroughgoing trial 
of what he called a “Canada first” tariff, de- 
signed to maintain wages and incomes. It has 
failed absolutely to do that. But it has made 
possible the holding up of prices against the 
consumer of manufactured goods. With the 
result that the Canadian wage-curner and 


farmer are now carning less than their cor 
temporaries in the United States and paying 
more for the things they. have to buy. They 
are penalized going and coming 

And they will continue to be so penalized 
unless they vote into power on Monday next 
a Government pledged to cut down the tariff 
that has operated and does operate to 
them in both directions. 


ITALY CONVICTED 

The Council of the League of Nations decided 
that Italy is the aggressor in the Ethiopian con- 
flict, the only dissenting voice being that of the 
Italian spokesman. Thirteen countries thereby 
declare Italy has committed “an act of war 
against all other members of the League,’ the 
basis of the covenant being that an act of 
aggression against one member is aggression 
against all. There is little doubt that the 
Assembly will endorse the action and recom- 
mendation of the Council, in which event forty- 
six countries will collectively charge Italy with 
having put itself in a state of war with cach 
of them, 

This is the first time the Council has con- 
vieted a great power of an act of war. If the 
Assembly agrees with the finding, Mussolini

will also have made a record in arraying against 
his country a greater number of technical 
enemies than any country ever before faced. 

There is encouragement in this for all who 
love peace and hate war. It bespeaks a growing 
sense of interdependence among the nations 
never known before, a courage which the 
League has not hitherto shown, and a readiness 
of the peoples of the world to stand together as 
they never before stood against the common 
enemy that threatens te destroy them all. 

It does not of course follow that the League 
members, or any of them, will take up arms 
against the offender. They might do that under 
conceivable circumstances. But for the time 
milder “sanctions” will doubtless be employed 
What these will be, and whether imposed at 
once or progressively, the League will have to 
decide. 

The breaking off of commercial relations 
with Italy, the refusal of financial assistance, 
and the withdrawal of consular representatives 
from that country, are measures which fall 
within the category of sanctions of the minor 
order. These, continued over any pericd of 
time, would be disastrous in their effects upon 
the economic strength and the morale of the 
isolated nation. Unless the Assembly should 
take the unthinkable course of repudiating the 
verdict of its governing body, these are the 
penalties which Italy may expect to incur for 
having allowed its Premier to make it an 
outlaw. 


Premier Aberhart denies that Bennett 
campaign money is being used to support Social 
Credit candidates in Saskatchewan. The 
publicly important point is that, whoever is 
paying their expenses, they are playing Mr. 
Bennett's game, the only game that can give 
him a chance of electing supporters in Sas- 
katchewan constituencies. There is no $25 a 
month in sight for the voter for sending these 
candidates or any of them to Ottawa. All thetr 
presence in the field can accomplish is to make 
confusion worse confounded and give Govern- 
ment supporters a chance to get returned on 
minority votes. 


Mr. Bennett tactfully deferred his speaking 
visit in the Maritime provinces until “between” 
seasons on the farms there. He got into New 
Brunswick about the time the farmers had 
finished hauling out last year’s unsold potato 
crop and dumping it in the fields. And wound 
up in Prince Edward Island before the farmers 
there had started to dig the new crop they do 
not know what to do with. From some of the 
things he has been saying to them it looks as 
though his trade-blasting policy has not made 
much of a hit with the Maritime farmers. 


Mr. King says the first thing he will do if he 
is returned to power will be to call another 
provincial conference; but he promises it will be 
different. Instead of being lectured on the

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Gall Bladder 
Inflammation 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Inflammation of the gall bladder is now a 
common disorder. The gall blader usually 
becomes “sick” after the age of forty, but in- 
flammation of this organ may appear at an 
earlier age. Trouble with the gall bladder de- 
velops more frequently among women than 
among men and is most often 
found in the patient who is 
overweight. Usually the pa- 
tient will be found to take 
little exercise. Inflammation 
of; the gall bladder is not 
a’ disease which commonly 
causes death but is capable 
of keeping the patient in a 
condition of ill health which 
interferes with ordinary ac- 
tivity. One of the striking 
features of this disorder is 
the length of time it generally remains present 
before treatment is secured, or before a doctor 
is consulted. It is not uncommon for the patient 
to suffer from gall bladder symptoms for sev- 
eral years before consulting a physician, Gen- 
erally, the patient has periods when distress 
is absent during which he feels fairly comfort- 
able, alternating with periods when the distress 
is marked. It can not be too strongly empha- 
sized that when the gall bladder is “sick,” bile 
is retained when it should be discharged into 
the small intestine. Permanent relief will not 
be secured until the inflammation of this organ 
is cleared up in a satisfactory manner. 

Probably the chief reason that the patient 
does not seek treatment is because the symp- 
toms are sugh that they are easily confused 
with those arising from stomach trouble. The 
patient usually believes that he is suffering 
from indigestion. Wen the gall bladder is not 
doing its work well, the chief symptoms will 
appear to be similar to those found in disturbed 
digestion. Almost any symptom related to an 
upset stomach will also develop from a gall 
bladder derangement such as inflammation of 
this organ, or from a sluggish gait bladder 
condition. 

Some of the symptoms of inflammation of 
the gall bladder are as follows: Bloating of the 
Stomach and intestines from excessive gas, dis- 
comfort after eating which becomes more 
noticeable when the patient takes certain foods 
which he knows do not agree with him, heart- 
burn, “sour stomach,” poor appetite, and belch- 
ing of a sour-tasting fluid. The patient may 
be greatly troubled with nausea, or may be- 
come dizzy. Occasionally, weakness is a marked 
symptom. Generally, the patient learns to 
avoid fats and greasy foods because he has 
learned that they are almost invariably fol- 
lowed by distress 

Sometimes the patient has found that skip- 
ping a meal will bring the most rapid relief. 
If there is a feeling of heaviness or a dull ache 
in the upper part of the right abdomen, the 
patient may have discovered that the appli- 
cation of heat in some form will be of value. 

‘Certainly, many of my readers who believe 
they have stomach trouble, actually have some 
form of gall bladder disorder. There may*have 
developed a mild inflammation, or the gall 
bladder may be sluggish, failing to empty well. 
Whenever a patient exhibits symptoms such as 
I have described, the gall bladder should be 
suspected as a possible cause. In diagnosing 
the case, special tests are invaluable to deter- 
mine whether the gall bladder is inflamed or 
whether the trouble is really in the stomach. 
It is possible that in addition to the inflamma- 
tion of the gall bladder, gall stones have also 
formed. If you have a “sick” gall bladder, 
secure a careful examination. If the examina- 
tion discloses that treatment is necessary, see 
that the gall bladder receives attention.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 
On this date in 1862 James 
Brown was found guilty at the 
Toronto assizes of the murder of 
John Sheridan Hogan, M.L.A., on 
December 1, 1859, The verdict 
was appealed and a new trial was , 
ordered, but when this took place 
on Januury 10, 1862, Brown was 
again convicted and sentenced to 
death. He was hanged March 10, 
two months after sentence and 
over two years after the commis- 
sion of the crime for which he 
died. But years afterwards, one 
of the women members of his 
gang died in the Toronto Gener- 
al hospital, her last words being 
a confession that it was she who 
killed Hogan and not Brown. 
The crime was one of the most 
unusual in Canadian history. Ho- 
gan had come to Canada in 1827 
when only i2 years old. He was 
a newsboy in Hamilton, became 
a printer, then a reporter, and by 
1855 had become editor of The 
British Colonist. While on that 
journal he was elected to the As- 


sembly of Canada for Grey 
county, at the same election 
which returned Oliver Mowat

and D'Arcy McGee to parliament, 
indeed the trio were at that time 
regarded as coming men in the 
Reform ranks, But Hogan liked 
wine, women and song, and they 
finally led to his death.

BENNETT-STEVENS TAXES

Mr, Stevens 
said: “Our idea is that NOTHING 
hereafter will be imported except 
what can not be grown, or manu- 
factured or otherwise produced at 
home.” 

While the Bennett-Stevens tar- 
iffs have never quite attained this 
objective, they have made a con- 
siderable advance towards it. 
They have tended to destroy 
trade. They have overlooked 
the fact that if a nation will not 
buy it cannot expect to sell. Can- 
ada's export trade has gone to 
pieces, Canadian tariffs and taxes 
have barred out the goods of 
other netions—the goods which 
they would normaily trade for 
Canadian goods. 


HIGH TARIFFS 
DESTROY PROSPERITY 

That is one effect of excessive 
tariffs. They destroy trade—our 
import trade directly and our ex- 
port trade indirectly. And this 
destruction of trade has the fol- 
lowing (among other) reprecus- 
sions: 

1. Government revenues based 
upon trade are bound to decline 
as imports decline. 

2. Railway receipts based upon 
freight shipments also decline 
as trade declines. 

3. Canodians pay more for ex- 
cessivelystaxed imported goods 
that enter the country, 

4. Some goods hitherto import- 
ed are barred out altogether. 
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5. Canadians pay more for 
home-manufactured goods be- 
cause the outside competition is 
hampered or destroyed. 

These and other effects have 
been visible during the Bennett 
regime. Government revenues 
have fallen, the railways have 
been crippled, many imported 
goods have disappeared from the 
market, and many importing 
firms have gone out of business 
with a consequent disappearance 
of Canadian pay envelopes. The 
drop in imports has been accom- 
panied by a loss of export trade 
and a curtailment of the number 
employed by firms manufactur- 
ing for export. More pay en- 
velopes gone. And the farmer, 
whose products have dropped tre- 
mendously in price, finds that the 
manufactured goods which he 
must buy have not declined in 
price to anything like the same 
extent as his own, Excessive 
tariffs are the enemy of all, but 
particularly the enemy of the 
man who is upon the land. 

. NOT ONLY HIGH, 
BUT HASTILY IMPOSED 


That the Bennett-Stevens tar- 
iffs have been excessively high, 
everyone knows. That they have 
been carelessly imposed, without 
regard for their possible effect, 
many business men have discov- 
ered to their sorrow. In numer- 
ous cases, for example, the gov- 
ernment has imposed, in addition 
to high duties based on values, 
a specific duty based on weight 
or footase or number of items 
without careful calculation as to 
the effect of such a levy. Metal 
buttons covered with rayon have 
had to pay weight-duty as though.

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Uniform Delivered Costs 
To All Communities 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


The final adjustment to abolish poverty will be the putting 
into force of transportation rates ensuring uniform delivered costs 
on all basic products to every community in Canada. 


The present highly scientific system of freight rates keeps the 
rajlways and the producers broke; while imposing an unnecessary 
burden on the consumers. 


There is national need for every community in Canada; and 
in addition, there is national need that every community in Can- 
ada be in a state of growth and improvement. It follows that 
a man desiring to erect or repair buildings should not be charged 
double the normal prices because of the location of his place of 
residence. The home-owner in one community cannot, in honesty, 
be called upon to pay double normal prices for coal because of the 
location of his home. These two illustrations could be extended to 
a hundred others. 


No trouble exists in remedying cur absurd rate system, whetre- 
under we levy fines on people who have accepted our invitations 
to make their homes in Canada. 


Railway freight earnings can be averaged over a term of years 
and a railway haulage charge, uniform to all communities, worked 
out which will preserve the earning power of the railways, while 
giving residents of every community an absolutely square deal. 
Parliamentary guarantee could be given to the railways against 
loss of revenue during the first five or seven years while actual 
results from experience are being ascertained; and an adequate 
percentage by way of railway profit could be included in the 
uniform rate. 


There wouid naturally be a great increase in volume of traffic; 
but not a corresponding increase in railway cperating expenses, 
because this expense only increases when the volume of traffic 
calls for more trains. Operating a train at one-half the capacity 
of the locomotive costs practically the same as giving the loco- 
motive a full load. There is plenty of hauling capacity going to 
waste under present conditions. 


The fact is that the railways could be guaranteed increased 
earning power, and that the movement of basic products would be 
increased at least five-fold under uniform delivered costs to all 
communities.

SETTLEMENT 


After suggesting at the start of 
the trial that the parties to the suit 
try and reach an amicable settle- 
ment, Mr. Justice Mitchell Tuesday 
afternoon adjourned the civil suit 
of Mechilo Gordie and Sandie Gor- 
die against Rosie Gordie, for that | 
purpose. 

The plaintiffs, an aged couple, re- 
siding in the Willingdon district, 
seek to have transfer of a quarter 
section of land from them to the 
defendant, a daughter-in-law, set 
aside on the grounds it was ob- 
tained through fraud. 

Andrew Gordie, husband of the 
defendant, and son of the plaintiffs, 
died some years after an agreement | 
was made whereby the land was 
transferred on the understanding 
the old couple would be cared for 
by the son and daughter-in-law for 
the rest of their lives. 

The plaintiffs contend this was | 
never done by the defendant, fol- 
lowing the death of Andrew Gordie. 

After Neil Primrose, counsel for 
the plaintiffs, had presented his 
case, W. R. Howson, K.C., defence 
counsel, applied for a non-suit on 
the grounds his client was not a 
proper party to the action as the 
agreement had been performed in 


part. 
“I think, if the non suit is re-
